WAsmkoTON, Dec. 10.—^Attorney 
General i^rmon, in his annual re- 
port, endorses the new salary sys- 
tem m his department as conteasted 
with the former fee system. 
He 
says a large reduction is shown in 
all items naturally affected by the 
fee system. 
Fees for the United 
States marshals for the year will 
show a saving of $400,000; 
for 
jurors, $215,000; witnesses, $87,000; 
bailiffs, $95,000, and district attor- 
neys, $190,000. 
The attorney gen- 
eral proceeds to make ^commenda- 
tions at considerable length 
for 
amendments in the criminal laws. 
Tlien he reviews the work of the de- 
partment, 
recommending 
among

necessary that tliis law be amended 
if any effective action is to be taken 
under it. 


THE SENATE. 


On the opening of the senate to- 
day a motion by Mr. Aldrich w^as 
adopted that when the senate ad- 
journed today it be until Monday 
next. 
Mr. Cullom was recognized 
for a speech on the Cuban question, 
of which he liad given notice.

senator preceded his speech with 
the following resolution: 


"Resolved, By the senate

termination of Spanish title and the 
termination of Spanish control of 
the islands at the gateway of the 
gulf of Mexico are necessary to the 
welfare of those islands and to the 
people of the United States.''
